TO BE IN HOSPITAL IO DAYS 
De Gaulle Operated On Successfully 


PARIS (UPI) — President 
Charles de Gaulle today under­ 
went a prostate gland oper­ 
ation. 


The urinary tract surgery on 
the 73-year-old president took 
place at the Cochin Hospital in 
Paris this morning, and after­ 
wards 
De 
Gaulle’s 
condition 
was reported 
“very satisfac­ 
tory.” 


Madame De Gaulle was re­ 
ported to have been with the 
president since he entered the 
hospital Thursday night shortly 
after the broadcast of a pre­ 
recorded radio 
and 
television 
speech he made to the nation. 


In the broadcast De Gaulle 
said France must build its own 
nuclear force and not depend 
upon 
“ uncertain” 
protection 
from the United States. 
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PRESIDENT DE GAULLE 


An official announcement was 
expected later today — possibly 
after De Gaulle himself has ap­ 
proved it. 


Prostatic gland trouble is a 
common 
ailment 
in men 
De 
Gaulle’s age. 
Form er British 
Prime Minister Harold Mac­ 
millan underwent such an op­ 
eration last fall and now has 
fully recovered. The late Gen­ 
eral of the Army Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur also had suffered from 
prostate 
trouble 
in 
recent 
years. 


The operation on De Gaulle 
apparently was successful, and 
the various agencies said 
it 
was expected he would remain 
in the hospital for about IO 
days. 


Chaos Possible 


France could be in for politi­ 


cal chaos if De Gaulle passed 
from the scene suddenly. He 
has united the country around 
his 
somewhat 
mystical 
ap­ 
proach 
to 
a 
restoration 
of 
French “grandeur,” and has ef­ 
fectively muzzled his opposi­ 
tion. But he has resolutely re­ 
fused to name or indicate any­ 
one he might favor as succes­ 
sor, a situation that could set 
off a major political scramble 
and possibly return France to 
the instability of the Fourth Re­ 
public in which governments 
rose and fell in dizzying suc­ 
cession. 


Constitutionally, in the event 
of De Gaulle’s death, his suc­ 
cessor would be Gaston Mon- 
erville, 
a 
67-year-old 
Negro 
from French Guiana, who is 
president of the French Senate.

Bristol Township’s 507 teach­ 
ers will be the highest paid in 
Bucks County next school year. 


This became a reality last 
night when the township school 
board adopted a new salary 
schedule calling for a minimum 
of $5,100 annually and a maxi­ 
mum of $9,900.

mean an average increase of 
$800 for the teachers — the 
highest in the county. 


Same Tax Rate 


The cost of the salary sched­ 
ule, to become effective this 
September, 
will 
be 
$489,400. 
However, as pointed out by Dr. 
Martin Rawdin, board president 
the increases will mean no tax 
rise for Bristol Township home­ 
owners. - 


Dr. 
Rawdin 
said 
that the 
raises can be made without in­ 
creasing the real estate tax rate 
(which is 74 mills) due to ad­ 
ditional state subsidies received 
by the school district this year 
and added revenue coming in 
next school year from the Penn­ 
sylvania Department of Public 
Instruction. 


2-Year Period 


Raises for the teachers will 


range from $300 to $1,800 by 
September. The fact that Bris 
tol Township’s salary schedule 
will be put into effect in one 
year will make the district the 
highest paid in 1964-65. 


Other districts in the county, 
while having a high maximum 
(like Pennsbury’s $10,782 and 
N e s h a m i n y 
$10,000), 
are 
spreading their increases over a 
two-year period.

maximum of only $7,500 after 
13 years.

Describing 
their 
crime 
as 
“cowardly and brutal,” Bucks 
County Judge Lawrence A. Mon­ 
roe this morning sentenced two 
Philadelphia men, each to from 
three to 24 months in Bucks 
County Prison for the autom o­ 
bile mugging of two Croydon 
men in Bristol township 
last 
August. 


“ I have no sympathy 
f o r 
you,” the judge said, 
before 
sentencing John P. Thomas, 24, 
of 12036 Stevens Road, and Wil­ 
liam L. 
Eckels, 
23, of 
7248 
Bradford St., “and there is no 
assurance that you’ll get out of 
prison in three months.” 


Convicted In March 


The 
pair 
was 
convicted 
March 26 by a Bucks jury for 
assaulting Robert Deal, 19, and 
his brother, Paul Deal, 34, of 
1102 Third Ave. 


The Deal brothers, were driv­ 
ing along Route 13 near Edgely 
Ave. on August 17 when two 
cars bearing six men 
forced 
their auto to stop. The brothers 
were kicked and beaten and the 
younger Deal was hospitalized 
ll days after being struck over 
the eye with a Boy Scout hatch­ 
et. Their car was also smashed 
by rocks thrown by the assail­ 
ants. 


“As Example” 


Defense attorney Norvin Na­ 
than of 
Levittown asked 
the 
court for leniency, but Assistant 
District Attorney William East- 
burn asked that the pair be 
sentenced “as an example.” 


Eastburn said, “ Automobile 
muggings are becoming more 
prevalent in the Lower Bucks 
and they must be stopped.” 


Usually the district attorney 


makes no statement prior to 
sentencing, Eastburn said, but 
the D.A. William J. Carlin felt 
so strongly about the “ vicious­ 
ness of the crim e,” that an ex­ 
ception was made in this case. 


Eastburn told the judge that 
Thomas and Eckels went so far 
as to “challenge a police car in 
Bristol Township” the night af­ 
ter they attacked the brothers. 


More Muggings 


It was that incident which re­ 
sulted in their apprehension and 
eventual arrest on the mugging 
charges. 


Judge Monroe said, “ I have 
been a resident of this county 
for many years, but it has only 
been in the past couple of years 
that we have been getting these 
automobile m u g g i n g s from 
Philadelphia”. 


After Request Turned Down 
Farmers To Appeal For Lower Assessments 


The Bucks County Farmers 
Association 
has said 
it 
will 
fight a decision of the Bucks 
County Board of 
Assessment 
refusing to cut the assessment 
of farmland along public roads. 


J. Earl Yerkes Jr., president 
of the association, said the only 
alternative is to introduce a bill 
in the state legislature giving 
farmers an assessment break. 


The board of assessment re­ 
cently rejected the farmers’ ap­ 
peal to have their assessments 
lowered. The rejection followed 
a meeting of the board with 
the county commissioners, the 
county solicitor, and the farm­ 
ers’ association. 


The position of the farmers, 


Yerkes said, is that farmland 
along highways does not pro­ 
duce any more crops than land 
not along the road. He said 
farm ers should be taxed solely 
on the bases of acreage, home 
site and buildings, and not on 
the running-foot as is done with 
farm land along roads. 


In rejecting the association’s 
appeal, the board said if the 
appeal was granted, everyone 
else would be seeking to apply 


for exemptions. It added that 
the present method was a fair 
and equitable way of arriving 
at assessm ent figures.

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Democratic Statewide Registration Lead Dips To 12,000 


HARRISBURG (UPI) - The 
Democratic statewide registra­ 
tion lead has shrunk to a mere 
12.000. 
Complete but unofficial 
fig­ 
ures compiled from the state 
elections 
bureau 
and 
county 
courthouses show the Republi­ 
cans chopped nearly 71,000 off 


the 
Democratic lead 
between 
Nov. 5, 1963. general election 
and the March 9 close of the 
spring registration period. 
The latest figures thus con­ 
tinued the steady slide in Dem­ 
ocratic registrations since No­ 
vember 1962, when the p a r t y 
piled up an advantage of 196,- 


000 but lost the state House to 
Gov. William W. Scranton by 
nearly a half million votes. 
For the April 28 primary, the 
Democrats will have 2,645,443 
and the GOP 2,642,288, a differ­ 
ence of 12,155. Total voters on 
the rolls, 
concluding indepen­ 
dents and splinter party m em ­ 


bers, is 5,364,931.

khrushchev Talks 
Birthday 
Russia Won’t Break Off Relations Witli Red China 


:MOSCOW (UPI) — Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev warmed by 
am outpouring of tributes and 
honors on 
his 70th birthday. 
said today the Soviet Union will 
not “ break off relations” with 
Communist China. 
'Surrounded by old comrades 
and his closest F>ast European 
allies at a Kremlin ceremony 
honoring him, Khrushchev said 
the 
“disruptive activities** of 
his Chinese rivals ‘‘will suffer 
a failure because they have no 
foundation in life.” 
^Without directly naming the 
Chinese, he said ‘‘what we shall 
do is not to plume ourselves on 
Our successes but to fight and 
go ahead, not to break off rela­ 
tions with those with whom we 
have no full unity now, but al­ 
ways leave an opportunity for 
a rapprochement 
and 
under­ 
standing.” 
But 
Khrushchev warned, 
‘ithis 
must 
not be 
achieved 
through concessions of principle 
but through a correct explana­ 
tion and interpretation of the 
Marxist-Leninist teaching.” The 
Sovies, he said “ have always 
adhered and will continue to ad­ 
here to Marxist-Leninist posi­ 
tions.” 
* His remarks at the ceremony, 
belatedly reported by the So­ 
viet news agency Tass, were 
surprisingly 
conciliatory com­ 
pared with his violent attack 
liwo days ago on chairman Mao 
Tse Tung and his fellow Chi­ 
nese leaders. 
; At the same ceremony, Khru­ 
shchev said 
he has “ not so 
tfruch time” left but indicated 
he does not plan to retire.
